The  lively  demand  for  furs  of  all  kinds  yields  American  trappers 
millions  of  dollars  a  year.  Until  trapping  begins  these  furs  have  not 
cost  them  a  single  effort*   Speaking  generally,  fur  animals  transform 
uncultivated  materials  into  valuable  peltries  v.dthout  expense  or  at- 
tention on  the  part  of  the  lando^mers. 

Fnen  the  grain  and  the  haj   havo  been  harvested,  farmers,  their  sons, 
and  tenants  take  down  their  tr .rps  and  set  out  to  take  the  crop  of  fur* 
The  number  of  trapping  licenses  annually  purchased  in  the  United  States 
is  estimated  at  2,500,000*  About  three-fourths  of  this  number  are  held 
by  farmers  and  farm  boys  under  16  years  of  age.  Since  in  many  States 
farm  boys  under  16  years  of  age  are  not  required  by  law  to  procure 
trapping  licenses,  the  nuinber  of  persons  taking  fur  animals  would  be 
increased  by  at  least  200,000,  or  the  total  number  of  persons  annually 
engaged  in  trapping  fur  ajiimals  in  the  United  States  and  Alaska  7rould  be 
about  2, 700,000e  Undoubtedly  the  number  of  trappers  and  hunters  has 
increased  greatly  during  the  years  since  the  close  of  World  Yfer  II,  and, 
therefore,  a  heavier  drain  has  been  put  upon  the  fui'  resources  and 
greater  quantities  of  fur  animals  havo  been  tak:en. 

To  protect  and  perpetua.te  the  supply  of  wild  fur  anim,als  at  the 
present  level  of  production,  the  existing  conservation  laws  (which  are 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  individual  States  and  not  of  the  Federal 
Government)  should  be  improved  and  greater  care  should  be  taJcen  of  the 
breeding  stock.  Restocking  depleted  areas  and  developing  nevj-  habitats 
for  fur  animals  pxe   also  necessary  for  proper  conservation<> 

The  tabulations  in  this  leai'let  of  the  open  seasons  in  194-7-4-8  on 
fur  animals  and  the  summaries  of  the  provisions  of  State  and  provincial 
laws  concerning  possession^  sale,  shipment,  export,  and  licenses  have 
been  prepared  primarily  to  aid  Federa.l  officials  in  conducting  investi- 
gations under  the  Lacey  Act  and  enforcing  its  provisions  and  to  answer 
inquiries  of  State  gajne  officials,  trappers,  and  other  interested  personso 
Every  effort  has  been  made  to  have  the  s^ommajries  correct,  but  the  trapping 
seasons  in  m.any  States  end.   Provinces  being  subject  to  change  by  orders  or 
regulations  of  the  respective  conservation  authorities,  it  would  be  v/ell 
for  trappers  and  others  concerned  to  rpply  direct  to  the  proper  agency

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THE  FEDERAL  LACEY  ACT 

An  act  of  Congress  of  May  25,  1900  (31  State.  187),  as  amended, 
known  as  the  Lacey  Act,  provides,  among  other  things,  that  it  shall 
be  unlaiYful  for  any  person,  firm,  corporation,  or  association  to  deliver 
or  knowingly  receive  for  shipment,  transportation,  or  carriage,  or  to 
ship,  transport,  or  carry,  by  any  means  whatever  from  any  State,  Terri- 
tory, or  the  District  of  Columbia  to,  into,  or  through  any  other  State, 
Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  to  a  foreign  country,  any 
wild  animal,  or  the  dead  body  or  part  thereof,  imported  from  any  foreign 
country  contrary  to  3nj  law  of  the  United  Statci'S,  or  captured,  killed, 
taken,  purchased,  sold,  or  possessed  contrary  to  any  such  law,  or 
captured,  killed,  taken,  shipped,  transported,  carried,  purchased,  sold, 
or  possessed  contrary'-  to  the  law  of  any  State,  Territory,  or  the 
District  of  Columbia,  or  foreign  country  or  State,  Province,  or  other 
subdivision  thereof  in  which  it  r/as  captured,  killed,  taken,  purchased, 
sold,  or  possessed,  or  in  v/hich  it  was  delivered  or  knowingly  received 
for  shipment,  transportation,  or  carriage,  or  from  which  it  v^as  shipped, 
transported,  or  carried  or  to  transport,  bring,  or  convey  by  vny  means 
v.rhatever,  from  any  foreign  country/  into  the  United  States  any  v/ild 
animal,  or  the  dead  body  or  part  thereof,  captured,  killed,  taken, 
shipped,  transported,  or  carried  contrary  to  the  lav;  of  the  foreign 
country,  or  State,  Province,  or  other  subdivision  thereof,  in  vdiich  it 
vras  captured,  killed,  taken,  delivered,  or  knowingly. received  for 
shiprosnt,  transportation,  or  carri:.ge,  or  from  which  it  was  shipped, 
transported,  or  carried*  The  act  further  provides  that  no  person, 
firm,  corporation,  or  association  purchasing  or  receiving  any  vdld 
animal,  or  the  dead  body  or  part  thereof,  imported  from  any  foreign 
country  or  shipped,  trcnsported,  or  carried  in  interstate  commerce 
shall  make  any  false  record  or  render  any  account  that  is  false  in 
reference  theretoe 

An  amendment  of  June  15,  193 5- (49  StatCo  380),  confers  upon  em-^ 
ployees  of  the  Depfirtment  of  the  Interior  authorization  to  enforce 
the  act  (in  accordance  with  Reorganization  Plan  Noe  2,  transferring 
certain  functioivs  from  the  Department  of  Agriciilture),  power  to 
arrest  any  person  committing  a  violation  of  c^ny  provision  of  the  act 
in  his  presence  or  view,  and  also,  under  warrant,  authority  to  search 
for  and  sieze  any  vdld  animals  or  the  dead  bodies  or  parts  thereof 
shipped,  transported,  or  carried  in  violation  of  the  act. 

An  amendment  of  June  19,  1939  {53  Stateo  840),  provides  that  all 
pa.ckages  or  contc'dners,  except  those  from  foreign  countries,  in  v/hich 
the  furs,  hides  or  skins  of  '.ddd  aiiimajLs~are  shipped,  transported,  or 
carried  shall  be  plainly  and  clearly  marked  or  labeled  on  the  outside 
thereof  vdth  the  naanes  and  addresses  of  the  shipper  and  the  consigneeo 
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
